Wa«hij»oto!i, May 19. -Commissioner 
of Education Harris discussed the ques- 
tion of vaccination in the public 
schools In an Interview Friday. Dr. 
Harris said: "I am opposed to compul- 
sory vaccination of public school pu- 
pil*. Himuvor, I helleve that chil.lieu 
should be refused admission into the 
schools when It is found that they lack 
evidences of having been vaccin.it.-. I 
Once in two or three yours a physician 
should visit the schools of en< h city to 
vaccinate those whose parents have 
expressed their willingness. As an il- 
lustration of the benefits of revacclna- 
tion. an av«»mg.' of "i4 per cent, of the 
pupils of the St Louis schools, when 
revaccinated In l*tw, at which time I 
was superintendent, took again. This 
shows that they were liuble to take 
the smallpox. 

"It is Important that opportunity be 
given nil school children of vaccination 
once In two or three years. The gen- 
eral laws. I think, should prohibit ad- 
mission of children without vaccina- 
tion prior 00 their entmree on the 
school work. Almost all the schools 
have rules on this subject, and in the 
western cities these rules are rigidly 
enforced. Mortality from sraa'.l-pox in 
the schools is not large. For Instance, 
in St Louis during an epidemic some 
time sgo, I found that only one out of 
l rl(K) pupils, or one pupil in every two 
schools, had the disease. It is essen- 
tial, though, that skillful physicians be 
employed and good vaccine be used."
